C«tj  Lee’s.lboyhood  was  spent  in  South 
Carolina.  witlfthq  exception  of  a short  time 
spent  at  Ashetiille;  N.  C.  What  ennobling 
influences  weij brought  to  bear  upon  him 
outside  of  thcjhoffie  qrcle,  and  what  aspira- 
tioai  Ije  cherished. in  his  youth,  we  are  left  to 
conjecture.  Suffice  it  to  "say,  that  he  was 
reared  in  a staty  andiwith  a people,  who,  at 
that  time  venerated  principle,  had  an  exalted 
sense  of  hono»,,andj  feafed  Clod,  and  respected 
Christianity,  ft  w-i*  no  difficult  undertaking 
to  find  a gentleman  of  the  old  school,  culttfted 
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tween  the  North  an<|  the  South.  Chestnut,  Lee, 
and  Chisholm  carried  the  summons  from  (len. 
Beauregard  to  Major  Anderson,  the  Federal 
officer,  at  2 p.  m.,  April  ii,  1861,  to  evacuate 
Fort  Sumpter,  and  at  twenty  minutes  past 
three  o’clock  on  the  morning  of  ifriday,  April 
12,  1861,  handed  Major  Andersqn  a written 
notice  that  Confederate  batteries  would  open 
fire  on  the  fort  in  ope  hodij.  About  half  past 
fofir  o’clock,  as  the  morning  tw  ilight  dimly 
revealed  the  outlines  of  Fort  Sumpter,  the 
stillness  was  broken  by  the  booming  of  the 
mortar  guns,  and  the  shrieking  fif  the  flying 
shells.  Before  thi$,  the  Seven  stjates,  South 
Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida,  Alabama;  Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana,  and  Texas  had  united  in 
forming  the  Confederate  government;  and 
now,  in  the  gray  twilight  of  the  morning  of 
twelfth  of  April,'  |86i,  the  shr  eking  shell 
told  of  the  beginning  of  i fratricidal  strife,  a 
struggle,  long,  bitteir  and  disastrous,  a strug- 
gle that  resulted  in  k revolution  of  the  affairs 
of  our  country.

We  of  the  east  have  had  the  most  phenqm- 
inal  visitations  of  the  elements  in  a long  life- 
time. F’irst  camera  tornado  that  wrecked  i>ur 
house  of  worship  at  Pachuta,  and  otherwise 
injured  the  property  of  our  people.  Onty  a 
few  years  ago  our  house  there  was  completely 
swept  away  and  had  to  be  rebuilt  in  toto.  i 

At  Enterprise  the  same  destructive  wind 
demolished  the  great  public  bridge,  so|ne 
small  bouses  and  many  fences,  entailing  v^ry 
considerable  loss  upon  our  people.  The*  a 
little  lafer  came  the  greatest  flood  of  the  cen- 
tury aijd  literally  swept  both  Shubuta  apd 
Enterprise.  Perhaps  one-half  of  the  homes 
in  Shubuta  were  invaded  by  the  rushihg 
waters  and  the  people  had  to  be  taken  there- 
from in  boats,  before  the  morning  light.  But 
at  F.nterprise  the  flood  accomplished  its  great- 
est damage.  The  waters  rose  in  ihe  stores  to 
two  and  three  feet  above  the  counters  in  soifie 
of  them,  and  even  to  the  top  of  the  doors  in 
others.  Vast  quantities  of  heavy  goods  in 
warehouses,  such  as  fertilizers,  cotton-sera 
meal,  flour,  salt,  sugar  and  coffee,  etc.,  were 
overwhelmed  and  lost,  besides  much  othjer 
loss  from  injury  by  wetting.  Then  followed 
the  great  fire  at  Forest  which  left  not  a sih- 
gle  business  house  standing.  All  of  tfajis

We 
are  too  brash  and  too  harsh  in  our 
treatment  of  differences— some  of 
which  exist  in  tqe  imagination  and 
others  in  mistaken  views  of  mean- 
ings, perhaps,  i 

Every  Baptist  [has  a right  to  his 
individual  opinions;  that  is  a mat- 
ter of  his  own  evidence. ' But  he 
has  no  right  to  jforce  them  upon 
h'is  brethren;  norj  1 pon  the  church 
to  cause  dissenti<|ii.  To  teach  view* 
that  are  at  variance  with  recogni- 
zed doctrine,  therefore,  is  the  inad- 
missable  thing,  j 

We  are  Hot  to  ‘jrpbqke  an  elder,” 
but  admonish  anT  p’ead  with  him 
if  1,e  !*e  in  error,  ja  id  not  drive  him 
oft  as  unworthy!  Let  each  *>ne 
explain  himsell’  and  if  his  er- 
ror cannot  be  removed,  kindly 
withdraw:  fellow  slip,  ” with  hon- 
est regret— not  in,  anger,  indiffer- 
ence or  contempt 
Excellent  men  Jiave  been  driven 
from  our  ranks,  wji  hinthe  last  half 
century,  by  prac^tal  persecution. 

^ <4  we  Baptists  ah  horror-stricken 
at  the  idea  of  persecution,  and 
justly  go.  Inti  tqe;  past  we  have 
Petered  from  falsi  representations 
aod  we  suffer  still.  It  should 


make  us  dore  careful  how  we 
judge  our  brethren. 

Let  us  take  the  Bible  motto;  “the 
truth  in  lovd.  •’  and  many  dissec- 
tions will  be  healed,  resulting  like 
our  discussion  at  the  Convention: 

“ in  unity  of  the  spirit  ” and  har- 
mony of  actibn.  It  is  not  neces- 
sary that  we  all  agree,  but  “ he 
agreed  to  walk  together.  ” 

If  our  people  would'  go  to  work 
they  would  not  find  time  to  dispute 
about  minor  matters.  Nehemiah’s 
men  were  kept  busy  building  their 
own  walls  and  could  not  afford  tp 
lose  time  criticizing  or  pulling 
down  their  neighbor’s  walls.  Is 
there  not  a lejssoh  in  this? 

There  are  some  facts  along  this 
line  that  it  might  be  profitable  to 
study.  Satan  is  not  idle  nor 
asleep;  he  is  at  work  sowing  seeds 
of  discord,  of  doubt,  of  discourage- 
ment. Meanwhile  nearly  half  of 
our  churches  have  Ho  Sunday- 
schools,  and  many  that  have  are 
sorely  in  need  of  teachers. 

A majority  of  our  churches  have 
public  worship  only  once  or  twice 
a month.  The  remaining  Lord’s 
days  the  young  people  either  go  tc 
the  services  ojf  other  denominations 
or  visit  around,  if  not  straying 
about.  \ et  jlhere  are  no  young 
peoples  organizations  to  gathei 
them  in.  ^ I 

tliiiil  hte  jlears  women  were  not 
allowed  to  wtrk,  and  in  sonu 
chiurches  they  are  discouraged 
now.  Meanwhile  the  world  orga- 
nizes them  iu(o  clubs,  and  as  the 
young  flock  fttoin  the  country  into 
the  cities — not  being  grounded  in 
the  truth,  they  are  led  into  other
